The Right Stuff 



As the summer approaches 
and students plan for the upcom- 
ing fall semester, something that 
must be considered is whether or 
not to apply for a resident assistant 
position. Each year at this time 
Avila goes through the process of 
selecting the resident halls new 
resident assistants for the follow- 
ing year. Avila is once again in the 
middle of this process. 

"We’re looking for the individual 
who has the ability to leap tall 
buildings with a single bound and, 
if they fall the first time, can pick 
themselves up and try again.” said 
Director of Residence Life, Beth 
Maren. "Actually, what we’re look- 
ing for is the individual who is able 
to communicate well and some- 
one who has the ability to get along 
in the residential environment." 

The RA selection process be- 
gan on Sunday, March 5 with an 
RA informational interest session. 
Here, perspective applicants were 
able to ask questions of the current 
resident assistants. Questions 
ranged from duty time to how 
much free time was available to a 
resident assistant. 

"This was a successful meeting 
because any questions the appli- 
cants had about being a resident 
assistant were answered.” said 
Maren. 

During the informational inter- 
est session, the applicants were 
informed of the duties and respon- 
sibilities, training, remuneration 
and the minimum qualifications 



that an RA would have to meet. 

First of all, RA’s a-e required to 
be on duty on a rotating basis in 
both residence halls. The RA must 
make periodic rounds throughout 
the hallsfrom 7:00-12:00. RA’sare 
also required to program floor 
projects, attend weekly staff meet- 
ings and aid his or her floor mem- 
ber in any way needed. 

“One of the major reasons for a 
resident assistant is to help their 
floor member, if he or she can't, he 
or she will refer the student to 
someone who is able to help.”said 
Maren. 

Resident assistants, after 
hired, must return a week before 
the fall semester begins, for RA 
training. Everything from handling 
a roommate conflict to program- 
ming learning first aid is taught 
during this RA training period. 
RA’s return prior to the beginning 
of the second semester to again 
participate in more formal training 
programs. 

"No one is born an RA; it must 
be taught through both training 
and experience,” said Maren. 
“Through this process we hope to 
improve our resident assistant's 
ability to communicate and handle 
conflicts." 

When applying for a resident 
assistant position, applicants are 
informed of the compensation that 
they will receive during their RA 
experience: free room and board 
as well as a single room and the 
opportunity to learn basic skills in

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Letter to the Editor 



I am disappointed in the re- 
marks of Dr. Frank Yeatman of the 
Psychology department. This 
semester Dr. Yeatman has stated 
that the Dean’s List includes stu- 
dents who are undeserving of the 
honor. He has further commented 
that the faculty is not of a caliber 
that is worthy of having a substan- 
tial amount of students recognized 
for their academic excellence. 

I am not writing this editorial to 
refute Dr. Yeatman's specula- 
tions. I am, however, somewhat 
disturbed by the route Dr. Yeat- 
man has taken to correct the prob- 
lem he perceives. Many teachers 
on Avila's campus have created a 
standard that is recognized and 
respected by the student body. 
Jane Adelsberger’s composition 
courses, Bob Gay's finance 
classes, and Dr. Sirridge’s psy- 
chology courses are all examples 
of teachers who have raised the 
criteriafor an “A” in their respective 
courses. The difference between 
these teachers and Dr. Yeatman is 
that the former have gained their 
reputation through implicit means, 
whereas Dr. Yeatman has chosen 
an explicit medium. 



Since this is the case, two ques- 
tions need to be addressed. First, 
can Dr. Yeatman be truly objective 
after he has made theses claims? 
Second, will he be reluctant to put 
an "A” on a grade card after he has 
specifically stated that the student 
body at Avila is not strong enough 
to have the amount of people on 
the Dean's List that it presently 
carries? I would hope that the 
answer to the first question would 
be an emphatic "YES!’’, and the 
answer to the second question be 
an equally emphatic "NO!:, yet I 
cannot rule out the possibility that 
his claims will become a self-fulfill- 
ing prophecy. If this is the case, 
Avila has a problem that needs to 
be rectified. 

I am, admittedly, in no position 
to critique Dr. Yeatman's teaching 
ability. I admire the expectations 
he has of his students, and I re- 
spect his opinion. I do not, how- 
ever, venerate the blatant path he 
has taken to make the Avila cam- 
pus aware of his feelings. This 
decision make me wonder if Dr. 
Yeatman truly has the students 
best interests in mind.

MARRIAGE WITH GOD? 
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There is a very interesting ar- 
ticle in the February, '89, issue of 
the prestigious popular magazine 
known as 'St. Anthony’s Messen- 
ger’. 

The article is entitled "Ministry 
To Hurting Marriages", it contains 
4 stages that the author, Rev. 
Gerald Foley, a well-known mar- 
riage counselor, maintains that 
every marriage experiences. 

The 4 steps and a brief descrip- 
tion of each are: 

1. Falling in Love - the lover’s 
focus is on the other person 
and all’s right in the world. 

2. Disillusionment - the couple 
marries and settles down, lives 
everyday events, falls into rou- 
tine and gradually take each 
other for granted. 

3. Misery (bottoming out) - the 
couple experiences great dis- 
tance from each other, there is 
little communication, with feel- 
ings of anger and hurt. Needs 
and expectation aren't met and 
romance fades into painful 
realism. 

4. Awakening to Jov - The couple 
rediscovers each other, de- 
cides again to love, and fo- 
cuses on their relationship 
rather than individual needs 
and desire, they have a new 
vision and goal for their rela- 
tionship. 

Then, there’s this postscript, 
viz. ’Marriages usually repeat this 
cycle over and over.” 

After reading the article, I 
couldn’t help but thinkthat not only 
marriages, but every relationship 
involving human beings goes 
through theses 4 stages, including 
our relationship with God. 

The reason is obvious: be- 
cause 'being human' means to be 
'dynamic 1 , i.e. constantly changing 
and growing, always in the proc- 
ess of 'becoming' of becoming 
'someone new,' someone differ- 
ent,’ often against our own will, as 



each of us can testify from our own 
experience. 

Just take our relationship with 
God and the Church and compare 
it with the 4 steps of a married 
relationship. 

1 . Falling in Love - with God and 
the Church. This often hap- 
pens in our young life, espe- 
cially if we come from a reli- 
gious family. Our personal 
lives seem to be going 
smoothly - not too many prob- 
lems So we have time for God 
& Church in our lives. 

2. Disillusionment - some big cri- 
sis happens, e.g. adoles- 
cence, a rift in the family rela- 
tionship, perhaps a death, or a 
divorce. This somehow spills 
over into our relationship with 
God and Church. We get so 
involved in our own personal 
lives and development that 
there isn’t time or opportunity 
for God and Church. 

3. Misery fbottomino out) - little or 
no communication with God. 
(no prayer, except in times of 
great need.) Maybe there's a 
life-style incompatible with our 
religion; perhaps alternatives 
and substitutes for God and 
Church are found, and we 'fall 
away’ from the active practice 
of our faith. 

4. Awakening to Jov - we're 'born 
again’. Something good hap- 
pens to us - we get our lives 
together and set our goals, 
which we see are attainable. 
Maybe there’s a marriage or a 
new baby - something good: 
and so now we are ready and 
are able to include God and 
Church in our lives. 

And to paraphrase what Fr. 
Foley said at the end of his article 
on marriage relationships, “our 
relationship with God and Church 
usually repeats this cycle over and 
over."

IRS offers free 
video/audio tapes 

With the gaining popularity of 
VCR’s in the home and office, the 
Internal Revenue Service has 
developed its own tax tapes and 
self-help cassettes. The latest in 
tax aid, these video tapes, most of 
which are also available on audio 
cassettes, are free on loan to the 
public, the IRS says. 

Groups and interested organi- 
zations can select a variety of 
video tapes (available on VHS and 
3/4" formats) which feature vital 
information on tax changes and 
other specific subjects to assist 
their members and audiences at 
tax time. Some of the subjects 
featured include tax situations for 
farmers, educators, military per- 
sonnel, tip income recipients, 
single parents, daycare providers 
and moonlighters. 

Some libraries, in cooperation 
with the IRS, have video and audio 
cassettes in both English and 
Spanish available to help individu- 
als prepare their federal income 
tax returns. These cassettes con- 
tain simple line-by-line instruc- 
tions for filling out Forms 1040EZ, 
1 040A and Schedule 1 , and 1 040 
with Schedules A and B.
